June 1 Is the Deadline for 


Securing FSA Loans, ' 
• Wade Announces 


, Eligible farmers in Hempstead coun- 
;ty Vriayffow file "ap'pUcatiohs^for.^enant5 
purchase loans at the Farm Security* 
Administration office, located in the 
Elks club building at Hope,-it was an- 
nounced Tuesday by, A. H. .Wade, 
county supervisor. The closing date 
for applications has been set'at June 1, 


Mr. Wade stated that Hempstead 


county farmers who are tenants, share- 
croppers, or farm laborers, and who 
cannot obtain an adequate loan for the 
purchase of a farm from other sources 
at reasonable terms are eligible for 
loans. 


Under the terms of the Bankhe'ad- 


Jones Tenant Purchase Act, the se- 
lected applicants, who are chosen from 
those who apply by a county commit- 
tee, will be loaned enough to purchase 
a family-sized farm, chosen by the'm;- 
selves with the approval of the com- 
mittee. The loans will also include 
the funds needed to make repairs to 
existing buildings, to build new ones 
where necessary and to make other 
essential improvements. 


The money borrowed for the pur- 


chase of the farms must be repaid 
within forty years. The interest rales 
is three percent. Payment must be 
made in annual installments, but a 
variable repayment plan is available 
under which borrowers can make larg- 
er payments in years when crop pro- 
duction and price is favorable, and 
smaller ones in years of partial crop 
failure or low prices.

This is the time'of the year when into the country1 until it has first beerf. 


pel and domestic aniirtals are released 
from winter seclusion. As a result 
rabies or hydrophobia begins to ap- 
pear Wore frequently. 


The dog is the animal most frequent- 


ly attacked by this disease although 
any animal may be infected. In asso- 
ciation wi111-his investigations of this 
disease Pasteur achieved his great re- 
pute. 


Most people think that the dog with 


hydrophobia runs wildly through the 
streets, strapping and biting at every 
human being who crosses his path. 


• But not every animal with rabies or 
hydrophobia has reached this stage of 
the disease when he first bites a human 
being. Some of them are merely irrit- 
able and restless. 


Later, of course, comes difficulty in 


swallowing, paralysis which makes the 
mouth hang open, and the drooling of 
salvia which is the mark of the rabid 
anfirtal. 


In the final stages of the disease, the 


infected animal will howl, snap at 
people and at other animals, run and 
bite. Graduallly, of course, this dis- 
ease will destroy an animal as it de- 
stroys a man.

Eventually the infected animal, un- 


less it is- killed, becomes paralyzed, 
has convulsions and dies: All of this 
.means that whenever an animal shows 
symptoms of illness, an expert veter- 
inarian should be. 'called"to make cer- 
tain that' the nature of the disease is 
understood. .

Human beings get rabies or hydro-, 


phobia from the bite of a mad dog. 
The" virus which causes the disease ap- 
pears in the saliva of the animal sev- 
eral days before it''has'serious sy'mp- 
toms.

When this virus is introduced into 


the body, it affects the nervous system j 
and eventually, the central'nervous] 
system, including the Spinal cord and 
the brain. The closer the entrance of 
the virus to the brain, the quicker 
come'the' serious symptoms. For that 
reason bites on the face, lips and hands 
are more serious than bites on the 
feet and legs.
